B. Wright, a young cabinet. 
was shot and killed by Police- 
man FB. H. Parham yesterday morning 
shortly after 2 when Wright 
attempted to escape arrest in the rear 
vard of a house at 5 Johnson street. 
Parham fired three shots. Only one 
bullet found its mark. It entered the 
back directly beneath the right should- 
er blade, and penetrated the breast. 
Wright died two hours later upon the 
operating table at Grady hospital. 
Wright was fleeing from the police- 
man when shot. He had been discov- 
ered in the cow stable of Henry San- 
ders at 5 Johnson street, and upon the 
appearance of Policemen Parham and 
A. J. Bender, fence and 
dashed in the of Mangum 


street. 
Fugitive Hefuses to Halt. 

Parham started in pursuit, shouting 
“Halt.” The first two shots. were fired 
in the air with intention of hit- 
ting the fleeing youth. When he did 
not stop at the second shot, the police- 
man took careful aim and fired at 
Wright's legs. The bullet went above 
its mark, and lodged in the back. 

Parham and Bender were patrolling 
their beat at the lower end of Ma- 
rietta street about 2 o'clock, when 
Henry Sanders, a negro living at 5 
Johnson street, came from the stock- 
yards vicinity. He was whistling for 
aid, and was answered by a rap of 
Parham’‘s club on the pavement. 

"SBomebody is trying to steal my 
cow,” Sanders told the policeman. 
“Whoever it is is in the stable now.” 

Sandera and the policemen ran to 
Sanders’ house a short distance awa”. 
Bender went to the rear of the stable, 
and Parham to the front of the stable 
lot. As the latter policeman started 
to enter the building, a man ran out, 
vaulted the fence and started up John- 
son street In the direction of Mangum. 

Then came the chase and the fatal 
shooting. 

Youth Had Little to Say. 

The injured youth would say but lit- 
tle to the officers. A drenching driz- 
zle was pouring upon the street, and he 
‘vas removed to the porch of a house 
at 9 Johnson street. He never lost 
consclousness until the trip was being 
made in the Grady ambulance to the 
hospital. He was placed upon the oper- 
ating table at 3:10 o'clock, and expired 
about 4:30. 

The body was removed to Poole’s un- 
dertaking establishment, and funeral 
arrangements will be made later. 

Wright was about 24 years old. He 
was a cabinetmaker, and was em- 
ployed with the J. C, Mason Furniture 
company. 

At the coroner's tnquest, held Sun- 
lay afternoon at Patterson undertak- 
ing parlors, Officer Parham was exon- 
erated.

Young Man Restored by the 
Pulmotor After Breath 
Had Left Body.

Philadelphia, September 22.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—-The pulmotor, that wonderful 
machine that causes artificial] respira- 
tion by pumping oxygen in and draw- 
ing it out of the.lungs, tonight saved 
a young man's life. The physicians 
who worked the pulmotor are in- 
clined to the opinion that the spark 
of life may have left the body, but it 
was brought back Dy the artificial 
respiration. ’ 

Ward Worthington, 23 years old, was 
overcome by nitric acid fumes from a 
broken carboy. He lapsed into un- 
consciousness upon reaching the 
Frankfort hospital. 

As a last resort Dr. Joseph Thomp- 
son suggested that a pulmotor be sent 
for. By the time a taxicab had re- 
turned with the machine life appar- 
ently had left the body of Worthing- 
ton. An artery in mis arm was cut 
and 10 ounces of blood, which had 
turned black, was taken out. Into the 
incision 15 ounces of salt water was 
injected to produce the effect required 
to make the pulmotor effective. 

The rubber cap of the pulmotor was 
adjusted so it covered the face of the 
patient and the machine was started 
working. Oxygen was forced into his 
lungs and withdrawn as in natural 
breathing. For four hours Worthing- 
ton’s condition remained unchanged. 
Then the body started to regain its 
matural color and an hour later he 
recovered consciousness. Shortly after 
he was given a meal and was able to 
talk to the physictans.

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BODY OF BELDINC 


Believes Physician Green, 


in Bank Deposits and Own- 
ed Considerable Property in 
Atlanta and Augusta--Camp 
Tells Story of the Shooting. 


At the order of Coromer Donehoo, a 
second examination of the body of Ro- 
liceman S. A. Belding was made ves- 
terday. A bullet hole was found in the 
back, near the fifth rib, and directly 
beneath the right shoulderblade. Large 
powder burns were found around this 
wound and on the dead man's shirt. 

The result of the examination will 
be submitted to the grand jury upon 
its investigation of the shooting of Po- 
liceman Belding by Policeman J. W. 


without bond by the coroner’s jury. 
Shot From Behind, He Believes. 

County Physician Green, tn speaking 
of the second examination upon Beld- 
ing’s corpse, said that in all probabili- 
ty the newly-discovered wound was in- 
flicted by a bullet fired from behind. 
He also believed it was the first of the 
two shots fired. 

“The powder burns 
wound,” he said, ‘indicated 
that the pistol was fired at a distance 
not more than 4 feet, and 
less, The bali entered beneath the 
right shoulderblade and in the vicinity 
of the fitth rib. It .ranged upward, 
and penetrated through th breast. 
This point of exit, upon the first ex- 
amination, was believed to have been 
the spot of entrance until the discov- 
ery by undertakers.” 

Camps Talks of Shooting. 

In his cell] at Fulton Tower last 
night, Camp talked freely of the shoot- 
ing to a reporter for.The Constitution, 
but would not give the cause of the 
trouble. 

“I'd Just as soon kill you now as any 
time,’ Camp stated the old man told 
him 

“Then he. rushed to. the 
where we had placed our guns,” said 
Camp, “and got near enough to spin 
his weapon around. I caught him and 
pushed him. back from the bureau. 

“He shoved me aside and jumped for 
it again, but I was too quick for him 
and reached mine first. We were stand- 
ing only a short distance apart, prob- 
ably 8 feet. I fired once. I think the 
bullet went in his side. He wheeled 
and kept trying to get the pistol. Il 
fired aguin as he wheeled around. He 
tottered and was about to fall. I 
caught him ang tried to support his 
body. I pushed him over toward the 
bed, trying to get him to He down, so 
that 1 could call a doctor. He pushed 
me away and rushed into the hall. I 
followed him and when he fell at the 
head of the steps I hurr ed to a phone 
and notified the ambulapce and police 
station. 

“Helding Was Childish.” 

“Belding was old and childish,’ said 
Camp. “We had had numerous spats 
and difticulties before this, but never 
until this time had a weapon of any 
sort figured in our quarrels. There was 
no quarrel this time. There was “not 
even a dispute. 

“| was getting ready to move from 
our rooms, and ieave Belding to him- 
self. On the tirst of October I would 
have been in different quarters. But 
Belding didn’t Know this. 

“The old man and [I were the best 
of friends. There wasn’t a thing on 
earth I wouldn’t have done for him, and 
I believe he would have done as much 
for me. We had lived together for six 
years. He was the best friend I ever 
had—but |i Killed him to save my own 
life—I had to do it.” 

Chief oi Police Beavers said last 
night that it was probable that Beld- 
ing had received the bullet in his back 
by wheeling after the first shot, which, 
in that case, would have been the first 
one fired. 

Police Escort Body.

The murder of Malt Hughes and his 
baby occurred September 11 near his 
home at Jasper. Hughes was shot 
from ambush, and with her child in 
arms his wife attempted to drag 
his body to shelter. Hughes’ assas- 
sins assailed his wife and brained the 
babe in her arms with their guns. It 
was the general theory that Hughes 
was murdered by vindictive moon- 
shiners seeking revenge for informa- 
tion they believe Hughes had placed in 
the hands of revenue officers.

Mrs. Sneed Talks of the Slay- 
ing of Her Lover by Her 
Husband.

Calvert, Texas, September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Despondent over the killing of 
Al Boyce, the man with whom she 
eloped, and who was killed at Amarillo 
last Saturday by her husband, John 
Beal Sneed, Mrs. Lena Sneed here to- 
day declared that Mr. Boyce was the 
only man she ever loved, and that she 
never could love her husband. She said 
she had become reconciled with the 
latter about two months ago for the 
children’s sake, and because she needed 
funds. 

Mrs. Sneed talked with her friends 
here today, freely discussing the trage- 
dies which crossed her life for the 
first time. 5he admitted she had seen 
Boyce in Dallas shortly previous to the 
killing. 

A letter left carelessly in a book led 
to the present tragedy. Sneed found 
several endearing letters from Boyce 
to his wife, who had cause to mention 
the latter’s name, and took them all 
to a Dallas photographer and had 
copies of both letters and envelopes 
made. Thus he arranged evidence for 
his defense even before he had mapped 
out the details of the second Boyce 


killing.

The chauffeur told the police that 
he had slowed down his engine_long 
before he attempted to swerve the 
car. and when he had his front 
straightened he felt the rear wheels 
glide and could not stop to prevent 
the collision with the post. 

That the accident was not serious 
is due to the fact that the car was 
just barely moving. Owners and driv- 
ers of cars have been warned against 
going over the Forsyth street viaduct 
on account the danger in wet 
weather.

UPHELD BY TART 


Sustains Fishers Action in 
Revoking Valentine's Order 
~ Barring Reiigious Insignia, 


TEACHERS NOW EMPLOVED 
MAY WEAR GARB OF ORDER 


But Privilege Is to Be Denied 
to Any Persons Hereafter 
Entering the Government 
Service—Taft’s Ruling Is 
Final Step in. Long Con- 
troversy. , 


Washington, September 22.—Secretary 
Fisher’s action last January in revok- 
ing the order of former Indian Com- 
missioner Valentine, barring religious 
garb or insignia from government In- 
dian schools, was upheld by President 
Taft, in an order made public today. 

The decision of the president is that 
teachers now employed in Indian 
schools may continue to wear the garb 
of their religious orders, but the priv- 
ilege is denied to any persons here- 
after entering the service. This rul- 
ing will enable the government to 
fulfill its obligations, the president 
Says, to the teachers who were taken 
into the government service when re- 
ligioug schools were taken over Lodily 

government institutions, 

The president’s ruling is the final 
step in a controversy that has en- 
gaged the interior department with 
religious bodies more than a year, 
Commissioner Valentine’s order would 
have prohibited any teacHer from 
wearing religious garb in the Indian 
schools after the end of the last school 
year. 

Valentine Acted Without Authority 

President Taft's order, ang a letter 
from Secretary Fisher to Mr. Valen- 
tine, which accompanies it, lay stress 
on the fact that Commissioner Valen- 
tine issued his ruling without consult- 
ing the secretary or the president; and 
while the entire subject was under in- 
vestigation. Mr. Fisher's révocation 
of the order now is made final. 

‘Secretary Fisher’s formal — letter 
states that the government had long 
left the education of the Indians to 
religious missionartes; and that when 
it finally began a systematic handling 
of the educational problem, it took 
over many of the religious schools and 
brought their teachers into the gov- 
ernment classifieq service. 

“The transfers thus have often been 
effected by the government's renting 
denominational schools and taking 
over the whole plant and the teachers 
as well,” said President Taft. 

“It appears that out og 2,000 teachers 
in the Indian schools there are 51 who 
wear a religious garb and who are 
regularly classified members of the 
government civil service. To direct 
them to give up their religious garb 
would necessarily cause their leaving 
the service because of their vows un- 
der which they have assumed the 
garb.” 

Secretary Fisher holds there ig no 
legal prohibition against the employ- 
ment of government teachers who 
wear religious dress, and that opinion 
is indorseg by the president. It Is 
pointed out that sectarian religious 
instruction ig not given 
thes schools now under 
control. 

President Taft’s Letter. 
President Taft's letter follows: . 
“In January of this year the com- 

missioner of Indian affairs issued an 
order to superintendents in charge uf 
Indian schools, directing that all in- 
signia of any denomination be _re- 
moved from all public rooms of such 
schools, and that the members of any 
denomination wearing a_ distinctive 
garb should not wear it while engaged 
in luy duties as govecnment emp loycves. 
Although the propriety of such an or- 
der had pdeen under the consideration 
of the secretary of the interior aunJj 
the commissioner of Indian affairs, and 
although the. secretary had submitted 
the matter to me for discussion, the 
commissione: of Indlan affairs finally 
acted on his own responsibility, with- 
out having first received the approval 
of elther the secretary or myself. Be- 
cause of this circumstance I directed 
that the order be revoked and that 
action by the commissioner of Indian 
affairs be suspended until such time 
as to permit a full hearing to be given 
to all parties in interest and a con- 
clusion be reached in respect to the 
matter after full deliberation. Ac- 
cordingly the secretary of the interior 
as given a very full hearing to the 
parties in interest, and printed argu- 
ments have been presented.

Parham started in pursuit, shouting 
“Halt.” The first two shots were fired 
in the air with no intention of hit- 
ting the fleeing yeuth. When he did 
not stop at the second shot, the police- 
man took careful aim and fired at 
Wright's legs. The bullet went above 
its mark, and lodged in the back. 

Parham and Bender were patrolling 
their beat at the lower end of Ma- 
rietta street about 2 o'clock, when 
Henry Sanders, a negro Hving at 5 
Johnson street, came from the stock- 
vards vicinity. He was whistling for 
ald, and was answered by a rap of 
Parham’s club on the pavement. 

“Somebody is trying to steal my 
cow,” Sanders told the policeman. 
“Whoever it is is in the stable now.” 

Sanders and the policemen ran to 
Sanders’ house a short distance awé ”. 
Bender went to the rear of the stable, 
and Parham to the front of the stable 
lot. As the latter policeman started 
to enter the building, a man ran out, 
vaulted the fence and started up John- 
son street tn the direction of Mangum. 

Then came the chase and the fatal 
shooting. 

Youth Had Little to Say. 

The injured youth would say but lit- 
tle to the officers. A drenching driz- 
tle was pouring upon the street, and he 
Was removed to the porch of a house 
at 9 Johnson street He never lost 
eonsclousness until the trip was being 
made in the Grady ambulance to the 
hospital. He was placed upon the oper- 
ating table at 3:10 o'clock, and expired 
about 4:30. 

The body was removed to Poole’s un- 
dertaking establishment, and funeral 
urrangements will be made later. 

Wright was about 24 years old. He 
was a cabinetmaker, and was em- 
ploved with the J. C. Mason Furniture 
coinpany. 

At the coroner's tnquest, held Sun- 
lay afternoon at Patterson undertak- 
ing parlors, Officer Parham was exon- 
erated.

Philadelphia, September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The pulmotor, that wonderful 
machine that causes artificial respira- 
tion by pumping oxygen in and draw- 
ing it out of the lungs, tonight saved 
a young man’s life. The physicians 
who worked the pulmotor are in- 
clined to the opinion that the spark 
of life may have left the body, but it 


was brought back by the artificial 


respiration. 

Ward Worthington, 23 years old, was 
nitric acid fumes from a 
broken carboyv. He lapsed into un- 
consciousness upon reaching the 
Frankfort hospital. 

As a last resort Dr. Joseph Thomp- 
s0n suggested that a pulmotor be sent 
for. By the time a taxicab had re- 
turned with the machine life appar- 
ently had left the body of Worthing- 
ton. An artery in mts arm was cut 
and 10 ounces of blood, which had 
turned black, was taken out. Into the 
incision 15 ounces of salt water was 
injected to produce the effect required. 
to make the pulmotor effective. 

The rubber cap of the pulmotor was 
adjusted so it covered the face of the 
patient and the machine was started 
working. Oxygen was forced into 
lungs and withdrawn as in natural 
breathing. For four hours Worthing- 
ton’'s condition remained unchanged. 
Then the body started to regain its 
natural color and an hour later he 
recovered consciousness. Shortly after 
he was given a meal and was able to 
talk to the physicians.

“The powder burns

and penetrated through th breast. 
This point of exit, upon the first ex- 
amination, was believed to have. been 
the spot of entrance until the discov- 
ery by undertakers.”

BOYCE ONLY MAN 
SHE EVER LOVED 


Mrs. Sneed Talks of the Slay- 
ing of Her Lover by Her 
Husband. 
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Calvert, Texas, September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Despondent over the killing of 
Al Boyce, the man with whom she 
eloped, and who was killed at Amarillo 
last Saturday by her husband, John 
Beal Sneed, Mrs. Lena Sneed here to- 
day declared that Mr. Boyce was the 
only man she ever loved, and that she 
never could love her husband. She said 
she had become reconciled with the 
latter about two months ago for the 
children’s sake, and because she needed 
funds. 

Mrs. Sneed talked with her friends 
here today, freely discussing the trage- 
dies which crossed her life for the 
first time. She admitted she had seen 
Boyce in Dallas shortly previous to the 
killing. 

A letter left carelessly in a book led 
to the present tragedy. Sneed found 
several endearing letters from Boyce 
to his wife, who had cause to mention 
the latter’s name, and took them all 
to a Dallas photographer and had 
copies of both letters and envelopes 
made. Thus he arranged evidence for 
his defense even before he had mapped 


out the details of the second Boyce

N RED SCHOOLS 
UPHELD BY TAFT 


Sustains Fishers Action in 
Revoking Valentine's Order 
Batting Religious Insignia 


TEACHERS NOW EMPLOYED 
MAY WEAR GARB OF ORDERS 


But Privilege Is to Be Denied 
to Any Persons Hereafter 
Entering the Government 
Service—Taft’s Ruling Is 
Final Step in Long Con- 
troversy. 


Washington, September 22.—Secretary 
Fisher's action last January in revok- 
ing the order of former Indian Com- 
missioner Valentine, barring religious 
garb or insignia from government In- 
dian schools, was upheld by President 
Taft, in an order made public today. 

The decision of the president is that 
teachers now employed in Indian 
schools may continue to wear the garb 
of their religious orders, but the priv- 
ilege is denied to any persons here- 
after entering the service. This~rul- 
ing will enable the government to 
fulfill its obligations, the president 
Says, to the teachers who were taken 
into the government service when re- 
ligioug schools were taken over Lodily 

government institutions. | 
The president's ruling its the final 
step in a controversy that has en- 
gaged the interior department with 
religious bodies more than a year. 
Commissioner Valentine’s order would 
have prohibited any teacher from 
wearing religious garb in the Indian 
schools after the end of the last school 
year. 

Valentine Acted Without Authority 

President Taft’s order, ang a letter 
from Secretary Fisher to Mr. Valen- 
tine, which accompanies it, lay stress 
on the fact that Commissioner Valen- 
i tine issued his ruling without consult- 
ing the secretary or the president; and 
while the entire subject was under in- 
vestigation. Mr. Fisher’g révocation 
ot the order now is made final. ° 

Secretary Fisher’s formal letter 
states that the government had long 
left the education of the Indians to 
religious missionarfes; and that when 
it finally began a systematic handling 
of the educational problem, it took 
over many of the religious schools and 
brought their teachers into the gov- 
ernment classifieg service. 

“The transfers thus have often been 
effected by the government's renting 
denominational schools and taking 
over the whole plant and the teachers 
as well,” said President Taft. 

“It appears that out of 2,000 teachers 
in the Indian schoo}ks there are 51 whe 
wear a religious garb and who are 
regularly classified members of the 
government civil service. To direct 
them to give up their religious garb 
would necessarily cause their leaving 
the service because of their vows un- 
der which they have assumed the 
garb.” 

Secretary Fisher holds there ig no 
legal prohibition against the employ- 
ment of government teachers who 
wear religious dress, and that opinion 
is indorsed. by the president. It-As 
pointed out that sectarian religious 
instruction ig not given in any of 
thee schools now under governme2t 
control. ' 

President Taft's Letter. € 

President Taft’s letter follows: ., 

“In January of this yeat the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs issued an 
order to superintendents in charge uf 
Indian schools, directing that all in- 
signia of any denomination be re- 
moved from all public rooms of such 
schools, and that the members of any 
denomination wearing a. distinctive 
garb shoul. not wear it while engaged 
in liy duties as government emp loyces. 
Although the propriety of such an or- 
der had deen under the consideration 
of the secretary of the Interior anJj 
the commissioner of Indian affairs, and 
although the secretary had submitted 
the matter to me for discussion, the 
commissioner: of Indian affairs finally 
acted on his own responsibility, wit- 
out having first received the approval 
of either the secretary or myself. Be- 
cause of this circumstance I directed 
that the order be revoked and that 
action by the commissioner of Indian 
affairs be suspended until such time 
as to permit a full hearing to be given 
to all parties in interest and a con- 
clusion be reached in respect to the 
matter after full deliberation. Ae- 
cordingly the secretary of the interior 
has given a very full hearing to the 
parties in interest, and printed argu- 
ments have been presented.

arises, therefore, with respect to such 
insignia, and no order is necessary. 
The issue, therefore, is confined to the 
question whether those persons en- 
gaged in teaching Indians in the gov- 
ernment Indian schools, and who are 
members of the government civil serv- 
ice, should be required to lay off their 
distinctive religious garb while thev 
render service as government teachers. 
“The secretary of the interior, after 
a very full and patient consideration, 
hag reached the conclusion, stated in 
a letter to the commissioner of Indian 
affairs, that: the order ought not to be 
made, and that those persons who are 
now engaged in teaching in govern- 
ment schoole a# members of the gov- 
ernment civil service, and who are 
wearing the garb, should be permitted 
to remain in the service and while dis- 
Marging their duties to wear the garb. 
I concur in this view, and the order as 
revoked will not be revived. 
Conditions tn Indian Schools. 
“The secretary of the Interior goes 
into a very full discussion of the whole 
history of the conditions surrounding 
the teaching itn government Indian 
schools. It is evident that at first the 
government gave very little care ofr 
attention to the teaching of Indians, 
and was quite willing to accept the 
services of anv religious denomination 
engaged {tn missionary work whieh 
would take charge of the education of 
Indians and give them sectarian teach- 
ing, and we all should be most grateful 
to those denominations who were will- 
ing to spend the money and the effort 
not only to educate but to instill moral 
and religious principles In the young 
Indians who were wards of the govern- 
ment. After a time, towever, it evi- 
dently became the policy of the govern- 
ment itself to assume the burden 0 
the education of the Indians and to 
direct what it should consist in, and It 
is evident from acts of congress that it 
was and -is the settled intention of 
congress that the general education of 
the Indians shall be secular and non- 
sectarian and that their religious Iin- 
struction shall be separate and left to 
the volition of the Indians and to the 
care of the denominations to whose 
communion they belong. But in thfs 
transition state. in whieh the Indian 
youth are being transferred from sec- 
tarian to government instruction, tne 
ultimate purpose has not always. been 
atrictiv held in 


view, and it has been 
a frequent method to transfer a whole 
school, previousl under a Protestant 
(fatholic denomination, to govern- 
ment eontroal, and o include in the 
tranefer all the teachers who had been 
engaged thia work in tiie sectarian 
schools to incorporats them as a 
whole and as individuais in the clasal- 
fied civil service of the government 
The tranafers thus have often been ef- 
fected by the government's renting de- 
nominational echools and taking over 
the whole plant and the teachers as 
well. lt appears that out of 2,000 
teachers in the Indian schools there 
are 51 who wear a religious garb and 
who are regularly clasaified members 
of the government civil service. To di- 
rect them to give up thetr religious 
garb would necessarily cause their

“The secretary of the interior holds, 
as a matter of congressional policy, 
that all orders hereafter made should 
be directed toward securing the secu- 
lar and non-sectarian character 
teaching: that this is the evider. pur- 
pose of congress from its legislation.

of a distinetive religious garb is not, 
arg claimed by some before him, a V!»- 
lation of any constitutional limitation 
inrespect to religion, that it does not 
violate the freedom of religion, that 
it does not constitute an established 
religion, and it does not prevent or Im- 
pair the separation of ehurch and 
Rtate.

To Bar Garb In Future. 

“On the other hand, he finds that 
while the wearing of the religious 
garb is not a violation of the consti- 
tutional limitations referred to, a res- 
ulation forbidding the wearing of such 
a garb by teachers to be hereafter ap- 
pointed would be equitable, reason- 
able and within the authority of the 
secretary of the interior to prescribe. 
This conclusion he establishes by ref- 
erence to two well considered cases, 
one by the supreme court of Pennsyi- 
vania and the other by the court 0! 
appeals of New York. In the exercise 
of his lawful discretion as secretary 
of the Interior, therefore, and in order 
more certainly to secure purely non- 
sectarian teaching in the schools, the 
evident object and aim of congres- 
sional legislation on the subject, he 
believes it wiser that hereafter no 
such transfer in solido of school plant 
and teachers. of any denomination to 
the government school should be made 
and that no set of teachers wearing 
distinctive religious garb should be by 
order in the future incorporated into 
the government civil service of teach- 
His opinion is that. while it is 
neither unlawful nor impossible for 
teachers in a distinctly religious garb 
nonsectarian teaching, it makes 
denominations interested 
that onlv secular teaching be given, 
for more apparent equality of treat- 
ment not to increase or to add to those 
now in the service who wear a relig- 
fous and denominational garb Those 
representing the denomination of the 
teachers having religious gearbs dis- 
“laim any intention of submitting any 
more such teachers for examination 
as eligibles under the civil service 
rules. No orders or rule. therefore, 
geems necessary to carry this purpose 
of the secretary into effect. 

Status Quo for Present. 

“The action of the secretary of the 
interior is to maintain the status quo 
by refusing to revive the order which 
was revoked, and by retaining in the 
service those now engaged tn teach- 
ing. althofigsh wearing a distinctive re- 
ligious garb, but to declare his inten- 
tion atrictly to pursue the policy here- 
after of matintaining only nonsecta- 
rian teaching by government teachers 
in wgxovernment schools, and, on the 
other hand. to leave to the various 
denominations interested, full oppor- 
tunity. out of regular school hours in 
the rooms of such government schools, 
to conduct religious education accorid- 
ing to the customs and the tenets of 
each denomination for the children, 
who themselves or through their par- 
ente have elected to become members 
of such denomination This solution.

The press continues to be filled 
with pe simistic articles bewailing the 
financial and political perils that beset 
the repwhblic. Carefu] estimates show 
that the Gomez administration has 
spent during its two anda half years 
of power at least §$140,000,000. Ex- 
perts declare that. the only hope for 
Cuba lieg in cutting down her ex- 
penses at least 50 per cent. 

The present aspect of the political 
situation appears to justify reasona- 
ble expectations that General Mario 
Menocal can carry the election, espe- 
Clally as he has just formed an alli- 
ance with the wing of the liberal 
party under the leadership of General 
Ernesto Asbert, governor of Havana 
province. The chanceg of Vice Presi- 
dent Zaya’s election appear to be di- 
minishing, although his following is 
still strong. 

Bidding for Negro Vote. 

Both conservatives and liberals are 
making strong bids for the negro vote, 
the former endeavoring to excite the 
animosity of the negroes against the 
liberals on account of the. fatalities to 
men of their race during the last in- 
surrection in Oriente, and the latter 
endeavoring to placate them by prom- 
ises of unconditiona]) pardon to thou- 
sands of negro prisoners now con- 
fined in jails. 

The association of veterans, under

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OPEN REBELLION 
TOKILLHOME RULE 


North Ireland Swears Never to 
Submit to Measure 


London, September 22.—On Saturday, 
September 28, unionists of the northern 
counties of Ireland propose to register 
their formal defiance of home rule. 
Gathering in halls and market places, 
even in churches, the men of Ulster 
will sign a covenant pledging them- 
selves never to submit to any govern- 
ment from Dublin which may be im- 
posed upon the country by the As- 
quith-Redmond home rule bill passed 
in the house of commons. 

Remarkable Political Sacrament. 

“Ulster Day” is the designation 
chosen for this remarkable political 
Sacrament. According to its promot- 
ers it will prove a show of determina- 
tion so solemn and impressive that the 
British cabinet will hesitate long be- 
fore attempting to enforce its scheme 
for partial separation of Ireland from 
the United Kingdom. But viewed 
through spectacles of another political 
color the affair is not to be taken se- 
riously. Home rule in its revived 
form of local self-government instead 
of complete separation for Ireland has 
aroused no deeper political feeling in 
England than other questions—the 
tariff, the lords and Lloyd-George's 
taxation measures. Indeed, most Eng- 
lishmen appear willing that Ireland 
Should have about all the power in- 
volved in Mr. Redmond's program if 
Only the constant strife can be ended. 
But the stumbling block has developed 
in the unionists of Ulster. Before 
they will submit to separation they 
will have civil war, their leaders 
threaten. Home rulers, however, treat 
those threats with ridicule. 

Urging People to Resist. 

Members of parliament like Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, an Irishman, and F. E. 
Smith, one of the most conspicuous of 
the vounger conservatives, who is not 
an Irishman, have made speeches in 
parliament and outside, announcing 
freely that Ulster will never recognize 
a home rule government and urging 
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| the people to resist it. Hence some of 
their opponents have called upon gov- 
ernment to take proceedings against 
them for inciting to break the law. 
They have taunted the authorities 
with being afraid to deal with these 
important politicians as they did with 
the labor leader, Tom Mann, who had 
a term in prison for urging dock 
strikers to violence. But the cases 
cases of Carson and Smith present a 
loophole for evading prosecution. The 
home rule bill has not become law 
and the question arises whether peo- 
ple may be dealt with for preparing 
to resist proposals which have not 
yet attained the final stage of law and 
may never attain it. 

Sir Edward Carson and F. E. Smith 
are to be first to write their names to 
the ‘covenant’ in Belfast city hall, 
where the largest assembly is expect- 
ed: How many names will appear on 
this unique declaration of § inde- 
pendence is a subject of newspaper 
contention. Predictions of Ulster en- 
thusiasts range from half a million 
to a million. 


Protestant Churches Fight Home Rule. 


The Belfast corporation has recom- 
mended all employers to give Saturday 
to .their men as a “day of rest.” The 
governing body of the Presbyterian 
church has issued a manifesto declar- 
— that the home rule bill threatens 
religious freedom, and setting apart 
the day as one for worship and prayer. 


The “covenant” is to be signed on the 
steps of the Belfast Cathedral and re- 
ligious services will be held there as 
well as im many Presbyterian, Metho- 
dist and Church of Ireland places of 
worship in Ulster.

The signing of the covenant may 
prove the prelude to a great rebellion 
or it may be a flash in the pan. Two 
years at best must elapse before home 
rule can begin to be established, be- 
Cause the house of lords can hold up 
the bill for that time. The present 
drift of political feeling indicates that 
the liberal party may go out of office 
within that period. Ulster day, how- 
ever, may be an excited occasion. Great 
political meetings in Belfast seldom 
pass without collisions between Or- 
angemen and Hibernians.. Winston 
Churchill escaped being mobbed when 
he addressed a home rule rally there 
this summer only through strong police 
protection, with soldiers in reserve.

ROADS AGAINST PETITION 
OF MACON FREIGHT BUREAU

Beverly, Mass., September, 23.—Pree- 
ident Taft left .Beverly tonight by 
motor for Boston on a three-day trip 
to Washington, New York and Al- 
toona, Pa.

CREDIT BANKS 
FOR FARMERS 


Favored in a Report Submitted 
to U, §, Government 


Report Based on Exhaustive 
Study of Credit System for 
Farmers in Europe—lIt Is 
Hoped to Enable Farmers to 
Borrow at Lower Rates. 


Paris, September 22.—Sweeping 
recommendations for legislation de- 
signed to help development of agricul- 
ture in the United States are opntain- 
ed in an elaborate report forwarded 
to Washington by the American am- 
bassador, Myron T. Herrick, who has 
completed an exhaustive investigation 
of the systems of agricultural creait 
facilities in operation in Europe. The 
ambassador wrote the document after 
receiving reports from. other Ameri- 
diplomatic representatives in 
Europe and conferring with others. 

The work of gathering and compil- 
material for the formulation of 
the plans of efficient land and agricul- 
tural system. has been carried on un- 
der instructions from President Taft 
and Ambassador Herrick has been as- 
sisted by a commission which reached 
here from the United States. in July. 
Edwin Chamberlain, of San. Antonio, 
one Of the commission who represents 
the American Bankers’ association, 
will report to that organization. 

German System Favored. 

The ambassador's report recom- 
mends the adoption by = the United 
States of the reiffeissen system of 
agricultural co-operative credit so- 
cieties. This system has been par- 
ticularly successful in Germany, 
where its operations represent half 
the business of the commercial banks. 
It includes organizations composed of 
small .co-operative societies where 
farmers are able to borr:yemoney for 
a short time on the'e to.:ective guar- 
antee. These societies have become 
the nucleus of a series of central co- 
operative banks. 

The report also recommends that 
persons interested in the welfare of 
the farmer should form a general com- 
mittee to direct a movement for the 
loaning of money to farmers for a 
long period at lower rates than they 
now obtain. 

The report urges the president to 
place the matter before the people and 
suggests holding state conventions 
and then a national convention, at 
which a permanent committee should 
be appointed. 

Credit Banks for Farmers. 

In this way the people would grad- 
ually become educated to realizing the 
necessity of adopting uniform. state 
laws authorizing the establishment of 


'new banking credit institutions whose 


sole purpose would be to loan money 
to farmers under conditions which 
which would permir the complete 
wiping. out of the loan through the 
payment of interest over a long period. 
This ts the essence of the European 
system. 

These credit banks would be 
plementary to the co-operative loan 
societies, which the ambassador fa- 
vors as a first step in the financial 
rellef of farmers. As in the case Of co- 
operative societies, these new loan in- 
stitutions in the various states would 
make establishment of credit banks in 
large commercial centers. necessary. 

These central banks could handie the 
securities of the state loan institutions 
and sell them in the internationa) 
market. Such banks have a better 
prestige if possessed of a federal char-

POULTRY DEALERS 
FIGHT ORDINANCE 


The Proposed Law, Regulating 
Slaughter, Comes Before 
Committee Today. 


A fight will be made today by At- 
lanta poultry dealers before the ordi- 
nance committee of council against 
the ordinance framed by Dr. Claude 
Smith, city bacteriologist, to regulate 
thhe slaughter, sale and inspection of 
poultry. The ordinance was referred 
to the committ 4 at the last meeting 
of council, but tion was deferred in 
order to allow } ‘wy dealers to ap- 
pear to make the. ht. 

The ordinance, °ording to Dr. 
Smith, was framed ¥ .: ‘a view to pre- 
vent the sale of put. ¢ ¢ .d unwhole- 
some stock. It prescriics regulations 
for slaughter and storage, and_ re- 
quires a system of insj;ection which 
the poultrymen say will force many 
out of business. 


be inspected before slaughter, and 
afterwards it must be tagged by an 
inspector to show the date of slaugh- 
ter and the date it was put in storage. 

The particular section to which the 
poultrymen object is that which re- 
quires that poultry be packed in ice 
and Kept in an even temperature of 
00 degrees Fahrenheit. Dealers com- 
plain that the ordinance discriminates 
against the small shipper who has not 
the facilities of the large packing 
houses, and that if the ordinance is 
adopted it will be the large packer 
who will be able to ship poultry into 
Atlanta without conflicting with the 
law. . 

“If the ordinance is adopted, poultry 
will advance fifteen to thirty per 
cent,” declared a leading produce mer. 
chant. “The retail dealer will suffer, 
because the wholesaler will be able to 
comply with the law by equipping 
their abattoirs with refrigerators; but 
they will be forced to put a higher 
price on poultry, and it will be the 
consumer who will suffer in the long 
run.” 

Alderman Van Dyke, a member of 
the board of health, offered the ordl- 
nance in council. He stated that he 
did not know the provisions of the or- 
dinance at the time it was offered be- 
fore the health board, and said that 
he was willing to Be quoted as being 
opposed to it in its present form. 

City Physician Smith is in Wash- 
ington, attending the health confer- 
ence, and there is little likelihood of 
him being present at the committee 
meeting.

Chief Lanford Plans Changes 
in His Deparment 


Police Will Install Bertillon 
Finger Print System Soon. 
Favor Ordinance Forcing 
the Registration of Washer- 
women. 


Chief of Detectives Newport A. Lan- 
ford is planning so revolutionize 
the police detective department that 
it will be one of the most modern 
and efficient organizations in the 
south. In order to carry out all his 
Plans he will ask council for finan- 
Clal aid for his department. 

Of the new methods .to be employed 
One of the most: important will be 
the Bertillon finger print identifica- 
tion system. Chief Beavers and Chief 
Lanford have had the matter under 
consideration ever since the former's 
return from a trip east. , 

The finger print system will be used 
in connection with the Bertillon meas- 
urement plan now in operation. Su- 
perintendent Wright, an expert, will 
be placed in charge o¢ both, and also 
operate the rogue's gallery. 

Pawn Shops Will Aid. 

The “pawn shop tipster” system wil] 
also be installed. This arrangement 
is used in the most modern of po- 
lice systems, and ts an invaluable aid 
in the rapid apprehension of wrong- 
doers and the quick recovery of stolen 
articles. 

It is operated upon 
plan. Communication 
Over separate lines with each of the 
city’s pawn shops. The connection 
runs from the pawn shop to an indi- 
cator at police headquarters, and. 
each shop has its individual number. 

Upon the appearance in a pawn 
shop of a suspicious character, seek- 
ing to pawn articles, apparently gtolen, 
the clerk immediately presses a con- 
venient button, which registers upon 
the indicator at police headquarters . 
the pawn shop’s number. The clerk 
engages the patron -until the arrival 
of detectives, who investigate his pos- 
session of the suspicious valuables. 

Motorcycles will be used in reach- 
ing the pawn shops, and two men will 
be assigned to the “indicator detail.” 

Register Washerwomen. 

In an attempt to ecneck the theft 
of clothing by negro washerwomen, 
Chief Lanford will appear before coun- 
ci] to request an ordinance compelling 
al] laundresses to register and wear 
badges, so they may be identified in 
case Of trouble. Also, council will be 
asked to pass an ordinance effecting 
a duplicate check system for pressing 
clubs to prevent theft of suits and 
clothing by crooks masquerading as 
employees of pressing establishments. 

A “transient squad” of detectives 
will be organized to keep tab on 
all suspicious newcomers arriving in 
the city, and watch their movements 
until they depart. This corps of sleuths 
will work the depots, hotels and board- 
ing houses of the city, and will be 
inaugurated as soon as additional men 
can be secured for the department. 

Chief Lanford is extfemely anxious 
to secure more men for the depart- 
ment, and will appeal to the city fath- 
ers. He says the present force of de- 
tectives is overworked, and hag a hard 
time handling the city’s detective af- 
fairs. The chief is also anxious to 
secure @ full staff in order to classify 
his men. The competent detectives 
now in the department, who are as- 
signed to higher class work, are of- 
ten forced to operate on petty cases, 
such as blind tigers, misdemeanors and 
routine call work,

The typical southern farmer has 
yet entirely gotten rid of the once 
prevailing idea that the business of 
the farmer is to clear up the fovorest 
get out of the soil all that he may. is 
quickly as possible, and then clear 
up more land and so on, and fina'tly 
sell «ut and move to the west, séeek- 
ing other forests to subdue and im- 
poverish. There is no longer any 
“west in the sense that there was a 
generation or so ago. The. farmers 
are slowly realizing that they must 
hold on to the farms they have already 
and that they must learn how to build 
up and increase the productiveness of 
the soil far beyond the conceptions of 
their fathers. The past one hundred 
years and more has been a period 
destruction. We are now entering upon 
the new era of constructive agricul- 
ture. Fifty years ago one bale of cot- 
ton per acre on uplands was consiad- 
ered phenomenal, if credited at all, 
even on a small field. Now there are 
farmers on the “old red hills of Geor- 
gia” who secure one bale and upwerd

per acre on areas reaching fifty, sev- | 


enty-five and one hundred acres. 

The destructive system ‘ that 
largely diminished the fertility of our 
soils has been “slow but sure; slow 
because the small population and the 
large area prevented a general and 
simultaneous cettack. Under a con 
structive system the whole 
should be redeemed and restored in a 
much shorter time than was reauired 
tc impoverish it. 

Kvery young farmer, therelore, 
should be made to realize that it ts his 
duty as well as his privilege to in- 
crease the productive capacity of every 
acre of his farm as long as he lives. 
No permanent limit may be set to the 
possibilities of any ordinary farm, for 
no one has yet reached a point beyond 
which progress and improvement 
would no longer be practicable. Grant- 
ing, for a moment, that there may be 
a limit of acre production beyond 
which we may not go—in pounds, 
bushels or tons of the crop—there will 
remain a vest tield for improvement 
in quality and for the higher develop- 
ment of our domestic anima's and the 
‘quality of palatableness of their prod- 
ucts. : 

Smaller Farms and More Farm Owners. 

The old “plantation system” as it 
existed in bygone days is no longer de- 
Sirable and is slowly passing out of 
the present.

south Mississippi, and come off by 
the last of December if planted in the 
fall. 

Would like to hear from some per- 
son who hag some practical knowledge 
in that line. 

Answer—Since lettuce is sown in 
the fall by most market gardeners 
ang truckers it is obvious that they 
find it profitable, else they would not 
sow in the fall. The seed may be 
sown from now on until frost and 
in your latitude good heads would be 
ready for market by December 1, if 
the soil be very rich and well pre- 
pared. My lettuce seed are now about 
to come up. I will be glad to hear 
from some one “who has practical 
knowledge in that line.” Why not get 
a book in southern gardening? 

IN OATS, (2) WEEVILS IN 
CORN, 

W. A. Stone, Pitts, Ga.—Please send 
me a formula for treating oats for 
“smut.” <Also, where can I get it? 
(2) What will prevent weevils in corn 
and where can I get it and how use it? 

Answer—-(1) The details of the 
treatment to prevent blast or smut in 
Oats, Wheat, etc., were given in the 
Tri-Weekly of September 17 (ast 
week). ‘or treating 50 bushels of 
oats or wheat get 1 pound of formalin 
from the drug store, add it to 50 gal- 
lons of water and sprinkle the grain 
With the dilution at the rate of 1 gal- 
lon to each bushel. Stir thoroughly, 
So that every grain shall be wet, 
throw the grain into a compact heap 
and cover with any old cloth or grain 
bags and let stand 1 or 5 hours or 
overnight. If you use a grain drill it 
may be necessary to spread the grain 
to dry; if to be sown by hand make 
allowance for the swollen condition 
of the grain. 

(2) Put the corn (or peas) into crib 
or bin having practically airtight side 
walls and floor. Get carbon bisulphide 
and place about over the top of the 
bulk of grain in tin plates allowing 
1 pound (1 pint) of the fluid for ev- 
ery 100 cubic feet of space occupied 
by the grain. Have no fire—not even 
a lighted cigar or pipe about—and 
leave it alone for 36 hours. Then re- 
move plugs from several] openings pre- 
viously made in the floor, so that 
the vapor of the liquid may escape. If 
you cannot make your corn crib airs 
tight (sides and floor) construct a 
quarantine bin. Say 8 or 10 feet square 
and 6 or 8 feet deep—matched boards 
in which to treat the corn for 36 hours, 
Get bisulphide from drug store.

HIS PURSUERS 


Whereabouts of Rebel Leader 
Unknown to the Fed- 
eral Forces. 


Mexico City, September 22.—General 
Tellez has been placed in command of 
the government troops in the opera- 
tions against the rebels in the north- 
ern part of Mexico, succeeding General 
Huerta, who has been granted tempor- 
ary leave in order to have his eyes 
treated. It is believed that it will be 
many weeks before General Hterta 
will be again able to assume com- 
mand. 

That the scene of operations must 
be shifted rapidly is indicated by the 
news of rebel movements in Chauhuil- 
la and in the Lahuna district about 
Torreon. Just where General Pascual 
Orozco is operating is yet a mystery 
to the war department, but apparently 
excellent reasons lead to the belief 
that he is either with Carvaro, near 
Musquiz, or with a new and large 
group appearing just west and north 
of Torreen, near the Refugio moun- 
tains. The rebels who appeared in 
both of these localities are well armed 
and undoubtedly fighting under the 
banner of Orozca. 

The village of Chapeltupec, 2 miles 
from Cuernavaca, was sacked again 
vesterday by Zapatistas and reports 
of the raiding of haciendas, and small 
towns in all of the states affected, are 
being’ received daily. 

Federal Force Defeated. 

Monterey, Mexico, September 22.—-A 
small body af federals, numbering 
about a hundred, sent to drive 
the revels from La Babia ranch, were 
completely routed, although it is said 
only ten were .§ killed. The news of 
the defeat was brought here today by 
one fleeing soldier, who said that the 
federals had gained La Rosita Pass, 
and there for three hours sustained 
the rebel fire and, due to the excellent 
location, held the position, losing none 
of their men. The rebels then ceased 
firing and withdrew, apparently aban- 
doning their efforts. The § federals, 
thinking the enemy gone, resumed 
their march and fell into the ambush. 
The whereabouts of Major. Villareal, 
who commanded the federals, is un- 
known. 

Mexican Rebels Caught. 

Tueson, Ariz., September 22.—Fifteen 
Mexican rebels were captured today 
On American territory 30 miles south- 
west of this city by deputy sheriffs. 
The rebels were believed to have been 
On their way to Casas Grandes to 
obtain ammunition. 

Twelve of the rebels were caught in 
One group. The others were discov- 
ered in the bottom. of a produce 
wagon which the American officers 
passed later. All were given into the 
custody of United States authorities.
